Taft to Accept Yale Chair. 


President Taft lias made 
up 
his 
mind to accept the 
proffer of 
the 
Kent professorship of law at Yale and 
probably will take up his duties at 
New Haven early in the spring. 


The president was said to have de­ 
termined upon accepting the Yale pro­ 
fessorship for several reasons. He will 
not be restricted merely to lectures io 
Yale students, but will be permitted 
..to lecture if he desires in other law 
schools or upon the platform, or to en­ 
gage in any other occupation which 
he sees fit. 


If the president had 
returned to 
Cincinnati to resume law practice *h/3 
felt that he would have but little op­ 
portunity for practice. He felt that he 
could not appear in cases before the 
United States supreme court 'because 
he has appointed a majority of its 
membership. He~remembered when he 
thought of the law that he had named 
many federal judges in Ohio befon 
whom-he might have to argue cases, 
and he believed that about the only 
sort of practice which he could take 
up would be international, and that he 
regarded as uncertain. 


Taft Names Industrial Commission. 
President Taft sent to the senate the 
nominations of the nine members oi 
the Industrial commission created by 
congress to investigate the relation* 
between capital and labor. The men 
named were:

electrical engineer. 


Representing labor—Austin B. Gar 
retson, of Iowa, president of the Ordei 
of Railway Conductors; John B. Len 
non, treasurer of the American Fedor 
ation of Labor, and Jam es O’Connell 
of the District of Columbia, vice prssi 
dent of the same organization.

representatives passed the Burnett bil 
excluding from admission to the Unit 
ed States all aliens over sixteen year.- 
of age, physically capable of reading 
who cannot read the English language 
or the language or dialect of some 
other country. 


Government officials say the legisla 
tlon proposed is the most important 
affecting immigration that has been 
passed in many years. It is aimed a 
persons coming from east, central and 
southern Europe, the sections that con 
tribute more than any others to the 
tide of immigration sweeping toward 
the United States. 


Bride Found Dead In Bed. 


The police of Johnstown, Pa., were 
summoned to the house of John Brind- 
sa, where they found Mrs. Brindza 
dead in bed, with her throat cut. She 
had been aead tor several hours.

The Matt and 
Four 
Sailors Were 


Saved After Being Adrift Two Days 
In a Boat. 


The Furness freight liner Florence 
was Wrecked near Cape Race on Fri­ 
day morning, and twenty-two sailors, 
Including the captain, were drowned. 


The Florence was bound from Hali­ 
fax to St. Johns, N. F., and after 
touching there was to have proceeded 
to Liverpool. She put out from Halifax 
in rough weather and had sprung a 
leak before nearing Cape Race, mak­ 
ing enough water to cause her t6 la­ 
bor in the heavy seas encountered, 
but no danger was anticipated, Cap­ 
tain Barr being of the opinion, so the 
survivors state, that on St. Johns be­ 
ing reached 
the damage could be 
speedily repaired. 


Late Thursday night the seas be­ 
came more heavy and the Florence 
showed a tendency to become unman­ 
ageable, but the effort to round Cape 
-Race and make for St. Johns was the 
only course open to the captain, as it 
would have been unsafe to head the 
steampr about in view of the heavy 
cross seas and her damaged condition. 


Early Friday morning the water in 
the holds gained steadily in spite of 
all the pumps could do, and finally the 
water made such headway that it was 
seen that the vessel could not last 
much longer, and Captain Barr ordered 
the lifeboats to be lowered after being 
hastily provisioned. 


One lifeboat was launched, in which 
were the second mate and four other 
sailors. The second mate noticed an 
enormous wave coming and cast adrift 
just in time to avoid being pooped, 
after which he was driven by the force 
of the storm away from the vessel. 


The wave in question broke right 
over the Florence, sweeping her from 
stem to stern, and {he survivors think 
some m ust have been washed over­ 
board, for they distinctly heard a loud 
cry above the raging of the storm. 


No attem pt was made as far as they 
could see to launch a second boat, but 
the Florence rapidly settled, and with­ 
in half an hour foundered. The boat 
with the survivors was kept head-on 
to the wind and sea, the men in her 
remaining adrift for two days, but with 
little idea as to their whareabouts. 


Sunday morning they were sighted 
by chance by a small steam er bound 
for St. Johns and were brought to that 
port in an exhausted condition and 
taken to the Montreal hospital, where 
every attention is being paid them.

Financier 
Like 
a “Little Competi­ 
tion,M But Likes “Combination“ Bet­ 
ter. 


J. Pierpont Morgan went on the wit­ 
less stand before the house “money 
trust“ 
investigating 
committee 
in 
Washington prepared for a grilling 
examination on the most important 
phase of the whole inquiry—the “con­ 
centration of money and credits.“ 


Mr. Morgan was questioned about 
his banking firm in New York and its 
branches in Philadelphia and Paris. 
His examination was not finished. 


Asked for the names of the mem­ 
bers of the firm, Morgan furnished the 
following list; J. P. Morgan, H. P. 
Davison, W. P. Hamilton, T. W. La- 
mont, H. F. Lloyd, J. P, Morgan, Jr., 
A. A. Newbold, 
William H. Porter, 
Charles Steele, E. T. Stotesbury and 
Temple Bowdoin. He said the samo 
partners were in all the houses. 


Statistics were laid before the prob­ 
ers to show that eighteen financial in 
stitutions, headed by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., with 180 members or directors, 
controlled in fact 746 directorships In 
134 corporations with a total capitali­ 
zation or resources of $25,325,000,000, 
distributed as follows: Three hundred 
and eighty-five directorships in forty- 
one banks, with $3,832,000,000 resourc 
es and $2,834,000,000 deposits. 


The burden of his testimony was 
that there could be no “money trust," 
that a monopoly of money was impos­ 
sible, and that while he did not be­ 
lieve in one-man control of industries, 
he prof erred combination to com pet I 
tion for the unity of action it mado 
possible in management. 


“There could be no money trust. All 
the banks and all the money in Chris 
tendom could not control money. Tho 
question of control Is personal as to 
money and credits,“ was the finan 
cier’s flat declaration on that phase oi 
his examination. The declaration was 
emphasized with a bang of his fist on 
the arm of his chair. 


The financier was led up to his an­ 
swer by the questioning of Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the commit­ 
tee, who asked Mr. Morgan whether he 
“did not feel his vast power.“ 


Mr. Morgan replied that he did not 
admit he had vast power and did not 
feel it. 


Then, when the lawyer and the wit 
ness got into a discussion of competi­ 
tion 
and 
combination, Mr. Morgan 
said: 


“I’d rather have combination than 
competition. 
I like a little competi­ 
tion, but I like combination better. 
Control is 
irportant thing; with 
out it ypu can't do a thing, but no one 
man could monopolize money. 
One 
man might get control of railroads oi 
merchandise, but never money and 
credit.“ 


Mr. Morgan 
agreed to supply the 
committee with statements of various 
phases of* his great business enter­ 
prises and affairs, including one show­ 
ing the amounts of securities his firm 
marketed annually. He declared thl* 
was 
greatly, 
over-estimated 
anJ 
thought it was less than $1,000,000,* 
000. 


The dominant financier of the coun­ 
try also was quizzed by Mr. Unter 
myer about the deposits with his firm* 
wmch he estimated at about $100,0u0,- 
000 
and 
on 
agreements, copies oi 
which ne submitted to the com* uee, 
making his firm the sole fiscal agent 
for the New York Central and the 
New Haven railroad systems. 
Othei 
similar agreements, he said, were onlj 
verbal. 


Mr. Morgan denied that he believed 
Interlocking directorates, where twe 
or three men held directorships in sev 
eral banks, trust companies or cor 
porations, could bring about control 
and a unity of action. He declared thai 
without a majority on the boards, such 
men could not dictate affairs or con 
trol the corporations. 


Mr.7 Morgan answered all question* 
quite cheerfully. 
Once his voice be 
came very husky and he asked hit 
daughter, Mrs. Herbert L. Sattelee 
for a throat tablet, but refused a glass 
of water proffered by Mr. Untermye* 
and declared he was not fatigued. Sev 
eral times he caused a general laugh 
in which he joined, especially when he 
was asked whether he was not a large 
stockholder in the First National Banl 
of New York, and replied: “No, onlj 
about a million dollars' worth.“ 


Again the auditors in the crowdei 
hearing 
room were 
highly amuset 
When the financier announced that In 
did not “run“ his firm. 
He couple 
this with the declaration that he d»*. 
not favor one-man control of great on 
terprlses of any kind, even railroads. 


No P^oof ef Hard Coal Tmet. 


The supreme court of the Unite# 
Btates ordered a modification and en­ 
largement of the decree of tfce United 
Btates circuit court in the Reading 
coal case, a* suit brought by the gor- 
trnm ent for th<6 general dissolution of 
the so-called anthracite coal combina­ 
tion, under 
the Sherman 
amii-trust 
law. 


The highest court gave the govern­ 
ment more in the way of a decree 
than it secured from the lower court, 
in that it not only affirmed the lower 
court's decree, ordering the dissolu­ 
tion of the Temple Iron company, but 
went a step beyond what the lower 
lourt decreed In the way of relief aad 
annulled the so-called “§5 per cent con­ 
tracts.“ 


The government laid much stresa 
on these contracts. These were agree­ 
ments 
between the anthracite coal 
carrying roads and certain Independ­ 
ent producers of 
hard 
coal, under 
which the producers were required to 
deliver to the carriers all the product 
of their mines and of any mines they 
might acquire at the uniform price of 
65 per cent of the m arket price at 
tide water. 


The 
government 
contended 
that 
these 65 per cent contracts give the 
anthracite roads a complete monopoly 
of the supply of hard coal. The com­ 
bination 
already 
controlled 75 per 
cent of the annual output, and through 
the 65 per cent contracts with the “In­ 
dependents“ they acquired control, it 
was charged, of from 20 to 25 per cent 
more, giving them a total control of 
from 95 to 100 per cent of the supply 
of anthracite coal mined. 


Operates on Czarevitch. 


W hat appears to be the true expla­ 
nation of the illness of the Russian 
czarevitch became known when it was 
learned in medical circles In Berlin, 
Germany, that Professor Israel, of Ber­ 
lin, one of tho world’s most celebrated 
specialists on kidney diseases, recent­ 
ly went to St. Petersburg, and by an 
exceedingly delicate operation remov­ 
ed 
a 
tuberculous kidney from the 
elght-year-old 
heir 
apparent to the 
throne of all the Russians. 


Professor Israel is said to have re^ 
ceived a fee of $25,000 for the .oper­ 
ation and also claimed as a boon the 
rescinding by the czar of the laws 
prohibiting the settlement of Jews In 
Odessa and Kieff. Professor Israel is 
a Jew. 


Although the St. Petersbufg physi 
clans to the royal family correctly 
diagnosed the czarevitch’s ailment and 
knew the remedy, the hesitated to per 
form the operation. 
Czar Nlcholaa 
finally was persuaded to call Professor 
Israel, and the Immigration laws were 
set aside for the celebrated surgeon 
by royal edict. 
He was escorted from 
and to the frontier by a personal aide 
to the czar. Professor Israel operated 
alone and remained in St. -Petersburg 
only one day. 


Predict Cheaper Butter* 


Chicago butter men who attended 
the meeting of the Elgin board of 
trade declared that butter within the 
next three months will be cheaper 
than it was a year ago. 


It is stated that there is no corner 
in^ butter, but that the excess now in 
storage is due to the fact that more 
storage companies are making public 
report of butter in storage than did so 
a year ago.

YRIAD are 
the myths and 
legends that cluster around 
the Christmas tree. Its origin 
takes us far back into pre­ 
historic times when our skin- 
clad savage ancestors were 
tree worshippers and believ­ 
ed that a god or goddess 
dwelt in the evergreen. Long 
prior to the Christian era, the 
fir tree was used in Rome in 
the December holiday festivi­ 
ties of the Saturnalia and its 
branches were decked with 
little yellow jeweled images 
of pagan divinities, especially 


of Bacchus. 


In the Yuletide celebrations of tho Druids of 
ancient Britain, the evergreen had a distinctive 
place with ivy, holly and mistletoe. 
The Druids 
believed that tho evergreens sheltered the good 
spirits of tho air whi fled to them at tho approach 
of cold weather. 


There is a Scandinavian myth that tells -of tho 
tree that sprang from the blood-soaked ground 
where two lovers met a violent death, and of 
mysterious lights that hovered about tho tree at 
Christmas time. At the period of the winter sol­ 
stice, 
tho 
ancient 
Egyptians 
decorated 
their 
houses with palm leaves which symbolized im­ 
mortality and the starry sky. 
At this period of 
the year the ancient Persians decorated the plane 
tree with ornaments and Jewels. 


An old German tradition 
gives Saint Wilfred 
tho credit of transforming tho tree worship of tho 
savage Teutons to a Christian ceremony. It was 
about the year 725 that he led a party of priests 
into central Germany for the conversion of the 
worshipers of god Thor. 
Prince 
Gregor, 
the 
grandson of a king, W'as with him, having been 
intrusted to his care by the abbess of the cloister 
Phalzel. 
On Christmas eve they were fighting 
their way through the snow of the forest when 
they came upon the heathen tribe of Geismar. 
They were assembled under tho thunder oak, 
symbolic of the power of Thor, and were pre­ 
pared to offer up sacrifice. 
The white-haired 
priest of the heathens had chosen the young son 
of the chief as the fairest possession oC the tribe, 
and he was to be offered, for the god was very 
hungry and needed the utmost atonement. 


Ab the venerable priest raised his stone hatchet 
on high and 
brought it down to kill the boy, 
who was ready, prepared for the stroke, Winfred 
appeared and warded off the blow with his staff* 
The people were gratified at his saving of their 
favorite and allowed him speech and he gave 
them the Christian creed. 
Then he a n d . the 
Prince Gregor took their axes and cut down the 
Thunder Oak. 
As it was ready to fall the light­ 
ning came and split it in many parts and it fell 
asunder. 
The waiting tribe then beheld in its 
place a slender fir tree, green and sparkling and 
odorous. 
Winfred bade the tribesmen bear this 
tree to the hall of Grundhar, the chieftain, to 
there assemble about it and make merry. About 
this first Christmas tree the wild men of the 
woods first heard the tale of the shepherd boy 
and the fields of Judah and it gripped their sturdy 
hearts. 
The tribes became Christian and ever 
after used the fir tree 
a token of the day of 
Christ’s birth. 


The Chrisiiu&a tree in its present style of 


. usago cannot be traced back farther than the six­ 
teenth century. It then existed only in the Rhine 
valley, to which narrow limits it was restricted 
for more than 200 years. At the opening of the 
nineteenth century it spread to the rest of Ger­ 
many, and fifty years later had reached Bohemia, 
Hungary, Paris and England. German immigrants 
had already brought tho custom to our own coun­ 
try and here it has become so popular that the 
supply of trees In the city markets is never equal 
to the demand. 


Linking the present with the dim past of un­ 
numbered centuries, there will this Christmas be 
displayed in American homes 5,000,000 evergreen 
trees. There are about 20,000,000 families in tho 
United States, and one In four of these will make 
the Christmas tree a part of the celebration that 
Is at hand. 
This does not mean that only these 
will participate In the festivities of tho season, 
for there is still the stocking method of dispens­ 
ing gifts. 
But in this great number #of homes it 
has become the custom to use the trees in ac­ 
cordance with the old-fashioned custom of sturdy, 
rural Germany. 


New York, tho metropolis of the nation, uses 
far more Christmas trees than any other city in 
the world. 
Yet the city is so admirably located 
from the standpoint of available forests that the 
supply la always abundant and prices low. 
A 
quarter of a million Christmas trees are each year 
brought tb New York, and all of them are sold * 
during the week beforo Christmas. 
Over on 
Riverside Drive, where are the homes of the 
wealthy, expensive trees 
are sold, 
These are 
elaborately prepared, often being specially grown 
for the purpose and bring prices as high as $50. 
Yet the East Side gets Its due proportion, and so 
abundant is the supply that good shrubs may be 
had for. 25 cents and 50 cents. 
The little trees 
grow quickly and the farmers are often glad to 
have them cleared off their land. As a result the 
people who count the pennies closely find the 
Christmas greens w lthiim helr reach. 


Father Knickerbocker lives right in the midst 
of the most productive Christmas treQ^ section. 
The state of New York yields them abundantly. 
Straight down from the Adlrondacks they come 
In trainload lota* 
Northern Pennsylvania also 
produces them without stint, and so are ail the 
nearby cities guaranteed an abundance. 
All 
through New England there is a general use of 
the Christmas tree. 


For a month past there have been hundreds of 
men preparing the Christmas tree harvest for 
the youngsters who dwell in the towns and cities. 
In the smaller communities, provided the region 
produces the right sort of trees, tho farmer him­ 
self cuts them {iown and brings them to market. 
He sells these trees to market men, to grocers, 
to florists and decorators. They are bought from 
him by the wagonload and cost little. Then they 
are properly prepared and set upon the sidewalk. 


But preparation for the larger markets are dif­ 
ferent. 
In the hills around the greater cities 
making ready for Christmas is begun two months 
before the arrival of the day to be celebrated. 
In Maine, for instance, the men go out in gangs 
of four. 
They know their business, for they have 
gathered this self-same harvest for a generation. 
They Jiave bought tho trees as they stand in tho 
field, paying tho farmer fivo cents each for them. 
The butt of the tree j j sawed off smoothly and 
painted over in order that the sap xoay be re­ 


tained. 
Tho limbs are bound down tight so as 
to save room in shipping. Then they are bound 
together in *bunches of five, this being convenient 
for both shipment and sale. 
They go to market 
in open cars that they may be kept cool and pos­ 
sibly damp. 
Otherwise their tips might wilt and 
their attractiveness thus be lessened. 
They arfc 
sold direct from the cars to retailers and these 
make a point of keeping them always in the open 
air. 


„Throughout the southern states the supply of 
Christmas trees comes from the southern pine 
that overruns the region. Ordinarily the markets 
are supplied by the wagons pf the farmers, but 
in the bigger cities they come in carload and 
trainload lots. 
The fir is abundant in Colorado, 
but it grows in high, inaccessible places, and 
therefore the Douglas spruce and the lodgepole 
pine largely take its place. 
This is largely true 
of all the Rocky Mountain states. 
In California 
and the other Pacific Coast states the incense 
cedar and the young coast redwoods are quite 
generally used as Christmas trees. 
The swamps 
of Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota furnish 
the markets of Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Detroit. 
# 


When the time is ready for the indoor use of 
* the tree it is dug up and pared down to a graceful 
piece of earth as a base. 
Then a piece of can­ 
vas or any other sort of stout cloth is bound 
about the base to prevent crumbling of the earth. 
The whole of this is then fitted into a box or tub 
and is ready to serve its purpose in the house. 
It Is more solid and effective Indoors than the. or­ 
dinary tree and never wilts or droops. 
It is in 
reality a living tree. 


When the festivities are over the tree is taken 
to the point where it is to be planted. A hole is 
dug to fit its bafle. 
This may be successfully ac­ 
complished even whero the ground is frozen. The 
tree is lifted from its tub, the cloth is taken from 
around Its base and it is fitted again into tho 
earth from which it came. 
The protected roots 
again take hold and the tree goes on growing 
without even a knowledge of its holiday expe­ 
rience. It is In no way injured. 


Nurserymen specially prepare trees for Just 
this purpose. Individuals may do the same thing 
with no more explanation than that given above. 
Trees from the native woods around any village 
may have their roots pruned in advance or they 
may be dug up with no preparation whatever. 
There is a better chance of their flourishing when 
they have been prepared for the transplanting. 
But any evergreen dug up with a bit of earth 
about Its roots should grow. 


There Is also a manner of permanently marking 
trees without injuring them or Interfering with 
their growth. 
A tag fastened to a piece of wire 
will remain attached to a tree for a century. 
This tag may be of metal and on It may be stamp­ 
ed the date and whatever legend Is desired. 
The 
home of a growing family may thus be left with 
a permanent monument of all the Christmases 
that have passed over the heads of the children 
that have dwelt within it. 
When these return 
to the Ancestral hearth in their old age they can 
recall the planting of the trees and the events 
that hover about the occasion in question. 
Inci­ 
dentally, the landscape will have been beauti­ 
fied, and aside from the sentimental phase of it, 
much valuable timber produced. 


Tho Christmas tree industry of the 
United 
States has assumed great proportions and Uncle 
Sam is making plans to place the Industry upon 
a permanently profitable basis through reforest­ 
ing large areas. 
Incidentally the new industry 
has furnished an opportunity for hundreds of 
boys and girls to earn their Christmas money in 
a new way by harvesting the cones of evergreen 
trees. 


Of the nation's forest land, 60,000,000 acres 
are today covered with mature timber, while 
40,000,000 acres are well seeded 
with 
young 
growth. 
This leaves 100,000,000 acres that are 
either non-productive or only partly productive. 
It is for this 100,000,000 acres that seed are to 
be gathered, and it }b upon this vast expanse 
that they are to be planted until the whole is 
developed into its greatest possible yielding capa­ 
city, making it one of the finest forests that thi 
world has ever known.

The gas and electrical departments 
of a corporation in Glasgow, Scotland, 
are competing keenly In the exhibi­ 
tion of appliances for the reduction of 
smoke from 
furnaces 
and 
kitchen 
ranges. 
The electricity 
department 
has a complete electrically fitted res­ 
taurant, where all the cooking, the 
kitchen work, the cleaning, the heat* 
ing and the lighting are effected by 
electric current. The gas department 
has a "gas equipped house," in which 
all the cooking and heating is done by 
gas fires, as well as many of the oth­ 
er operations in connection with house­ 
keeping, and in which all the lighting 
is obtained from incandescent 
gas' 
burners of different types. 
The cor­ 
poration is encouraging the reduction 
of smoke, not only by holding these 
periodical exhibitions, 
but also 
by 
lending gas cookers free to all the 
citizens. It has loaned 37,000 of these 
cookers since March 1. 
It is also 
supplying gas fires, and the demand 
for these has been so great that it 
cannot be met without considerable 
delay.

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An Oppressive Trust. 


Before the Coffee Roasters' Association, in ses­ 
sion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there is in existence a 
coffee combine'wn/ch is "the most hionotrous im­ 
position in the history of hupian commerce." 


There is very slight exaggeration about thi3 
statement. It comes very close to being literally 
true. There is a coffee combine in Brazil, from 
which country comes the bulk of the coffee used 
in the United States, which is backed by the gov­ 
ernment of Brazil and financed by it, which com­ 
pels American consumers, as Mr. Webb said, “to 
pay famine prices for coffee when no famine 
exists.'' 


The worst thing about this is that the consum­ 
ers of the United States have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, has been made effective. 
There were formerly revenue duties imposed upon 
all coffee entering the United States. 
Those taxes 
were denounced as an imposition upon the people; 
as taxing the poor man’s breakfast table, and the 
like. 
The taxes were removed. 
Immediately 
thereafter Brazil imposed an export duty upon 
coffee up to the full amount of the former customs 
taxes in this country. 
The revenue which for­ 
merly went into the treasury of the United States 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man’s breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
I 
* 
came old price. 


But this was only the commencement. 
The 
*‘valorization” plan was 
evolved 
in 
Brazil. 
Through this plan the government, using the rev­ 
enues derived from the export duties for the pur­ 
poses, takes all of the surplus crop in a season of 
large yields and holds it off the market, thus 
keeping the supply down to the demands of the 
market and permitting the planters to receive a 
much higher price than they would otherwise 
have done. 


The United States consumes more Brazilian cof­ 
fee than does the rest of the world. 
We are the 
best customers of Brazil, and Brazil buys little 
from us. Now Brazil ii promoting, financing and 
maintaining a trust designed, and working effect­ 
ively for the purpose, to compel American con­ 
sumers to pay an exorbitant price for the coffee 
they use. 
What is the remedy?—Seattle Pott-In-

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WAR Oil THE PESTS 


Legislation Favored That Will 
Save Farmers Money.. 


Unlttd States Continues Fight to Keep 
Out Dangerous Foreign Insects 
or Plant Diseases—3Iamt 
Nursery Stock. 


Washington.—The effort to procure 
1 national legislation to keep out new 
and dangerous insect pests or plant 
diseases which may be brought In 
with imported nursery stock is active­ 
l y favored by the departm ent of agri­ 
culture. 
A strong concerted effort is 
being made to array the nursery trade 
of^this country against such legisla­ 
tion and put this important industry 
in the attitude of opposing reasonable 
legislation, which is as much for its 
own protection as it is for the pro­ 
tection of fruit and forest interests. 
. In view of the evident 
misunder­ 
standing which is being broadly cir­ 
culated in relation to the intent of 
the proposed act and of its probable 
manner 
of 
enforcement, 
and 
the 
groundless fear that the secretary of 
agriculture or his experts would take 
an 
unreasonable 
attitude 
toward 
nurserymen, the department has made 
a statem ent which says in part: 
Practically all the European pow­ 
ers have stringent plant 
inspection 
laws, and, in the case of the United 
States absolutely prohibit the entry 
of nursery stock. 
Apples and other 
American fruits are admitted only 
when the most 
rigid 
examination 
shows freedom from insect 
infesta­ 
tion. 
Canada# and other 
important 
British possessions have similar pro­ 
tective legislation. 


The United States is the only great 
power without protection from the 
importation of insect infested or dis­ 
eased plants, and thus becomes a sort 
of 
dumping 
ground 
for 
European 
refuse nursery and ornamental stock. 
This does» not often apply to the im­ 
portations of the larger and reputable 
Importing firms, but does apply to the 
poorly packed 
miscellaneous orna­ 
mental 
and 
other 
stock 
imported 
by departm ent stores of large cities 
or that sent to this country to be 
sold under the 
hammer 
by 
auc­ 
tioneers for whatever price may be 
obtained. 


The immediate danger which led to 
the recent effort to procure legislation 
was the discovery, In 1909, of 
the 
abundant importation and wide dis­ 
tribution into the United States of 
nursery stock infested with 
brown*, 
tail moth nests and occasional egg 
masses of the gypsy moth. 
During 
the years 1909 and 1910 such infested 
stock was carried 
into 
twenty-two 
states, covering the country from the 
Atlantic seaftoard to the Rocky moun­ 
tains. 
During the 
first 
of 
these 
years no less than 7,000 winter nests 
of the browh-tail moth, containing ap­ 
proximately 
3,000,000 
larvae, 
were 
found in shipments into New York 
state alone—seed material enough to 
infest the whole United States within 
a few years. 


During the secoi*! of these years, 
C17 of these nests were found on nurs­ 
ery stock shipped into the state.o f 
Ohio, and a much larger number, ap­ 
proximately the same as 
the 
year 
previous, were again sent into ^ New 
Yprk. 
Smaller numbers 
of 
these 
nests, proportioned to the amount of 
nursery stock received, were sent into 
other states east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains during both of these jears. 


Fewer br.own-tail moth nests >vero 
received during the season Just end­ 
ed (1910-11), owing to the agita;ion 
In this country and more^strict sr.per- 
vision by foreign governments. These 
winter nests are, however, still com­ 
ing in and the danger is now perhaps 
even greater, for the raison ihat as 
infestation becomes more infrequent 
a laxity of examination is likely to 
result. 
# 


it Is scarcely necessary to comment 
on the danger to this country from 
the careless introduction andMvide dis­ 
tribution 
of 
gypsy 
and 
brown-tail 
moths. 
In a limited district in New 
England more than a million dollars 
a year has been spent for 
a 
long 
period in a mere effort 
to 
control 
these two insects, ,and the* general 
government 
is 
now 
appropriating 
$300,000 annually to endeavor to clear 
Ihem from the border of main high­ 
ways and thus check their 
spread. 
These expenditures do not take into 
Account the actual damage done, but 
they do serve as a measure of ti»e 
danger to the whole cou:*iry from 
the recent distribution of these two 
insects on imported nursery stock. 


More than half of the important in­ 
sect enemies and plant diseases now 
established in this country have been 
brought in on imported nursery stock, 
and new insect enemies and new dis­ 
eases are being thus introduced every 
year. 
Twenty different insect pests, 
new to this country, some of them 
very formidable in the 
old 
world, 
have been intercepted in the inspec­ 
tions of the imported material by this 
departm ent this year, and this does 
not include the introduction of brown- 
tail moth nests and other European 
pests with imponed seeding stock. 


A properly enforced quarantine and 
inspection law in the past would have 
excluded many, if not most, of the 
foreign insect enemies and plant dis- 


remain many other Insect pesis ivm* 
plant diseases with equal 
capacity 
for ' harm which, fortunately, 
have 
not yet come to us, and it is to pro­ 
tect from these new dangers that leg­ 
islation is now sought, not with the 
intention of prohibiting the trade in 
imported stock, but to 
throw 
such 
safeguards around it as 
will 
most 
protect both the importers and the 
subsequent purchasers of such stock* 
The measure now before thè con­ 
gress differs radically from the one 
before the preceding congress. 
The 
chief point of difference is that Inspec­ 
tion of imported nursery stock is left 
to the different states instead of be­ 
ing undertaken by the federal gov­ 
ernment.

MEMORIAL FOR ARLINGTON. 


In his message to congress on th* 
oay of adjournment for the holidays, 
President Taft renewed his recom­ 
mendations ,of last year, that money 
be appropriated for a memorial am* 
phitheater in Arlington cemetery °to 
be constructed on a plan already ap­ 
proved/* 


Four years ago the public buildings 
bill contained a provision for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission consisting 
of the secretary of war, the secre­ 
tary of the treasury, thp superintend­ 
ent of the 
capitol 
buildings 
and 
grounds and one member 
of 
the 
Grand Army of the Republic which 
should “cause plans and estimates to 
be prepared for a memorial amphi­ 
theater at Arlington, Vfi.” 


The plans were prepared and ap­ 
proved. 
Nothing now seemingly is 
necessary to complete the project ex­ 
cept an appropriation from congress, 
which may not be forthcoming in a 
“year of economy** even though the 
president has reinforced one recom­ 
mendation with another. 


Plans and estimates prepared by a 
firm of New York architects 
were 
considered by the commission at 
a 
meeting in January, 1909, and it was 
the unanimous decision of the mem­ 
bers to recommend their approval to 
congress and that the sum of $750,- 
000 be appropriated “to cover the cost 
of the building of the ampfiitheater, 
which In the judgment of the commis­ 
sion should be constructed of marble/* 


The architects In a letter accom­ 
panying the report, of the commission 
give a description of the amphithea* 
ter as it will appear if completed in 
accordance with their views of the 
beauties and necessities in the case. 
They 
say “the 
amphitheater 
sug­ 
gested by our drawings would seat 
comfortably about 5,000 and 
afford 
opportunity also for a large number 
to stand in the colonnade. 


“Around the^amphitheater is shown 
a large number of boxes possibly to 
be ^especially reserved for the fam­ 
ilies of distinguished guests or other­ 
wise used, the stage itself being suf­ 
ficiently large to hold several 
hun­ 
dred people, so as to accommodate 
visiting delegations of special guests. 


“The building covers an area 
of 
about 34,000 square feet, considerably 
over half of this being taken up by 
the amphitheater proper, while the 
colonnade Itself has an area of about 
8,000 square feet.*' 


For years old soldiers have urged 
the construction of a memorial amphi­ 
theater in the National cemetery at 
Arlington. 
There has been opposition 
to the plan in some places, opposi­ 
tion that has not been based on con­ 
sideration of the cost of the struc­ 
ture, but solely on the thought that 
buildings, even “noble marble'' amphi­ 
theaters, open t o . the sky have no 
place in parks or in cemeteries, v 


There has been no open objections 
in congress, but several sessions have 
been allowed to go by without action. 
One day the amphitheater probably 
will find a place in Arlington. 
The 
sentiment back of the plan perhaps is 
too strong to be overcome; but Ar­ 
lington, as it is, Is a place of beauty 
which men who seem to know about 
such things say cannot be enhanced 
by the addition of any kind of a build­ 
ing. 


Arlington cemetery is largely an 
open hardwood forest, with many oaks 
more than a century old and with 
fine elms, maples and lindens. 
It is 
possible before final action is taken 
in the m atter of an appropriation that 
the whole question of the fitness of 
the thing will be discussed in con­ 
gress.

Saved After Being Adrift Two Daya 


In a Boat. 


The Fumess freight liner Florence 
was \^recked near Cape Race on Fl'i- 
iay morning, and twenty-two sailors, 
Including the captain, were drowned. 


The Florence was bound from Hali- 
fax to St. Johns, N. F., and after 
touching there was to have proceeded 
to Liverpool. She put out from Halifax 
in rough weather and had sprung a 
leak before nearlng Cape Race, mak- 
ing enough water to cause her t6 la- 
bor in the heavy seas encountered, 
but no danger was anticipated. Cap- 
tain Barr being of the opinion, so the 
survivors state, that on St. Johns be- 
ing reached 
the damage could be 
apeedily repaired. 


Late Thursday night the seas be- 
came more heavy and the Florence 
showed a tendency to become unman- 
ageable, but the effort to round Cape 
-Race and make for St. Johns was the 
only course open to the captain, as it 
would have been unsafe to head the 
Bteampr about in view of the heavy 
cross seas and her damaged condition. 


Early Friday morning the water in 
the holds gained steadily in spite of 
all the pumps could do, and finally the 
water made such headway that it was 
seen that the vessel could not last 
much longer, and Captain Barr ordered 
the lifeboats to he lowered after being 
hastily provisioned. 


One lifeboat was launched, in which 
were the second mate and four other 
sailors. The second mate noticed an 
enormous wave coming and cast adrift 
just in time to avoid being pooped, 
after which he was driven by the force 
of the storm away from the vessel. 


The wave in question broke right 
over the Florence, sweeping her from 
stem to stern, and ihe survivors think 
some must have been washed over- 
board, for they distinctly heard a loud 
cry above the raging of the storm. 


No attempt was made as far as they 
could see to launch a second boat, hut 
the Florence rapidly settled, and with- 
in half an hour foundered. The boat 
with the survivors was kept head-on 
to the wind and sea, the men In her 
remaining adrift for two days, but with 
little idea as to their whereabouts. 


Sunday morning they were sighted 
by chance by a small steamer bound 
for St. Johns and were brought to that 
port In an exhausted condition and 
taken to the Montreal hospital, where 
every attention Is being paid them. 


TWO KILLED ON RAILROAD 


Maryland Youths Struck at Parkton 
Die In' Baitimore. 


Their bodies crushed and broken by 
the impact of a "pusher" locomotive, 
two young men of Parkton, Md., lay 
unconscious beside the Northern Cen- 
tral railway tracks near New Free 
dom, Pa., for probably half an houi 
before the crew of another locomotive 
aaw them. 


They were William McFadden and 
Frederick Fite. Both were brought to 
Baltimore and taken to the Mercy hos- 
pital, where they died at nearly the 
same moment.

J. Plerpont Morgan went on the wlt- 
iess stand before the house '*money 
trust" 
investigating 
committee 
in 
Washington prepared for a grilling 
examination on the most Imporiant 
phase of the whole Inquiry—the "con- 
centration of money and credits." 


Mr. Morgan was questioned about 
his banking firm in New York and its 
branches in Philadelphia and Paris. 
His examination was not finished. 


Asked for the names of the mem- 
bers of the firm, Morgan furnished the 
following list: J. P. Morgan, H. P. 
Davison; W. P. Hamilton, T. W, La- 
ment, H. F. Lloyd, J. P. Morgan, Jr., 
A A. Newbold, 
William H. Porter, 
Charles Steele, E. T, Stotesbury and 
Temple Bowdoin. Ha said the samo 
partners were In all the houses. 


Statistics were laid before the prob- 
ers to show that eighteen financial In 
stltutlons, headed by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., with 180 members or directors, 
controlled in fact 746 directorships In 
134 corporations with a total caplUli- 
zation or resources of $25.325,000,000, 
distributed as follows: Three hundred 
and eighty-five directorships in forty- 
one banks, with $3,832,000,000 resourc 
es and $2,834,000,000 deposits. 


The burden of his testimony was 
that there could be no "money trust," 
that a monopoly of money was impos- 
sible, and that while he did not be- 
lieve In one-man control of Industries, 
he prof erred combination to competl 
tion for the unity of action it mado 
possible in management. 


"There could be no money trust. All 
the banks and all the money In Chris 
tendom could not control money. Tho 
question of control Is personal as to 
money and credits," was the finan 
cler's flat declaration on that phase oi 
his examination. The declaiation was 
emphasized with a bang of his fist on 
the arm of his chair. 


The financier was led up to his an- 
swer by the questioning of Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the commit- 
tee, who asked Mr. Morgan whether he 
"did not feel his vast power." 


Mr. Morgan replied that he did not 
admit he had vast power and did not 
feel it. 


Tlien, when the lawyer and the wit 
ness got Into a discussion of competi- 
tion 
and 
combination, Mr. Morgan 
said: 


"I'd rather have combination than 
competition. 
I like a little competi- 
tion, but I like combination better. 
Control is 
irportant thing; with- 
out It yyu t aii't do a thing, but no one 
man could monopolize money. 
One 
man might get control of railroads oi 
merchandise, but never money and 
credit." 


Mr. Morgan 
agreed to supply the 
committee with statements of various 
phases of- his great business enter- 
prises and affairs, including one show- 
ing the amounts of securities his firm 
marketed annually. He declared thlfc 
was 
greatly, 
over-estimated 
anJ 
thought it was less than $1,OOO.OOU,- 
000. 


The dominant financier of the coun- 
try also was quizzed by Mr. Untor 
myer about ttie deposits with his firm, 
wnich he estimated at about $100,OuQ,- 
000 
and 
on 
agreements, copies of 
which ne submitted to the com* ctee, 
maKing his firm the sole fiscal agent 
for the New York Central and the 
New Haven railroad systems. 
Othoi 
similar agreements, he said, were onlj 
verbal. 


Mr. Morgan denied that he believed 
Interlocking directorates, where twc 
or three men held directorships in sev 
eral banks, trust companies or cor 
porations, could bring about control 
and a unity of action. He declared thai 
without a majority on the boards, sucl: 
men could not dictate affairs or con 
trol the corporations. 


Mr. Morgan answered all questioni 
quite cheerfully. 
Once his voice be 
came very husky and he asked hit 
daughter, Mrs. Herbert L. Sattelee 
for a throat tablet, but refused a glast 
of water proffered by Mr. Untermye' 
and declared he was not fatigued. Sev 
eral times he caused a general laugh 
In which he joined, especially when hi 
was asked whether he was not a large 
stockholder in the First National Banl 
of New York, and replied: "No, onij 
about a million dollars' worth." 


Again the auditors in the crowdei 
hearing 
room were 
highly amusei 
When the financier announced that ht 
did not "run" his firm. He couple 
this with the declaration that he d.-. 
not favor one-man control of great on 
terprjses of any kind, even railroads. 


No Proof of Har^ Coal Triiot. 


The supreme court of the Unite* 
Btatsa ordered a modification and oa- 
largement of the decree of tiie United 
States circuit court in the Readin« 
coal case, a suit brought by the gor- 
srnment for the general dissolution ot 
the so-called anthracite coal combina- 
tion, under 
the Skerman 
amti-tnui 
taw. 


The highest court gave the gorera- 
Bent more in the way of a decree 
than It secured from the lower court. 
In that it not only affirmed the lower 
court's decree, ordering the dissolu- 
tion of the Tsmple Iron company, but 
went a step beyond what the lower 
tourt decreed in the way of relief aad 
annulled the so-called "«5 per cent COB- 
h-acts." 


The government laid much stress 
on these contracts. These were agree- 
ments 
between the anthracite coal 
carrying roads and certain independ- 
ent producers of 
hard 
coal, under 
which the producers were required to 
deliver to the carriers all the product 
of their mines and of any mines they 
might acquire at the uniform price of 
65 per cent of the market price at 
tide water. 


The 
government 
contended 
that 
these 65 per cent contracts give the 
anthracite roads a complete monopoly 
of the supply of hard coal. The com- 
bination 
already 
controlled 75 per 
cent of the annual output, and through 
the 65 per cent contracts with the "In- 
dependents*' they acquired control, It 
was charged, of from 20 to 25 per cent 
more, giving them a total control of 
from 95 to 100 per cent of the supply 
of anthracite coal mined. 


Operates on Czarevitch. 


What appears to be the true expla- 
nation of the illness of the Russian 
czarevitch became known when it was 
learned In medical circles In Berlin, 
Germany, that Professor Israel, of Ber- 
lin, one of the world's most celebrated 
specialists on kidney diseases, recen^ 
ly went to St. Petersburg, and by an 
exceedingly delicate operation remov 
ed 
a 
tuberculous kidney from the 
eight-year-old 
heir 
apparent to the 
throne of^all tho Russians. 


Professor Israel is said to have re 
ceived a fee of $25,000 for the .oper- 
ation and also claimed as a boon the 
rescinding by the czar of the laws 
prohibiting the settlement of Jews in 
Odessa and Kieff. Professor Israel is 
a Jew. 


Although tho St. Petersbu^ physi 
clans to the royal family correctly 
diagnosed the czarevitch's aliment and 
knew the remedy, the hesitated to per 
form the operation. 
Czar Nicholas 
finally was persuaded to call Professor 
Israel, and the Immigration laws were 
set aside for the celebrated surgeon 
by royal edict 
He was escorted from 
and to the frontier by a personal aids 
to the czar. Professor Israel operated 
alone and remained in St. ^'etersburg 
only one day. 


Predict Cheaper Buttsr. 


Chicago butter men who attended 
the meeting of the Elgin board of 
trade declared that butter within the 
next three months will be cheaper 
than it was a year ago. 


It is stated that there is no corner 
in, butter, but that the excess now in 
storage is due to the fact that more 
storage companies are making public 
report of butter In storage than did so 
a year ago. 
There Is an abundance 
of feed, which is Increasing the pro« 
ductlon. 


One Hold For Black Hand Lsttsrs, 
Jacob Dunn alone of the three New 
Jersey mountaineers who were charg- 
ed with having sent threatening let 
ters to President-elect Wilson was held 
for the grand Jury at the conclusion of 
his preliminary hearing In Newark. 
Seeley Davenport was discharged and 
Dunn's bail was reduced from $2000 to 
$1000. 


Prize Men Sold For $800. 


"Lady Show You," a Plymouth Rock 
hen tuat won the national egg laying 
contest at the state poultry station, 
Mountain Grove, Mo., this year, was 
sold in Springfield, Mo., for »800 by J.

YRIAD are 
the 
myths 
and 
legends that cluster around 
the Christmas tree. Its origin 
takes us far back Into pre- 
historic times when our skin- 
clad savage ancestors 
were 
tree worshippers and believ- 
ed 
that a 
god or 
goddess 
dwelt in the evergreen. Long 
prior to the Christian era, the 
fir tree was used In Rome In 
the December holiday festivi- 
ties of tho Saturnalia and Its 
branches were decked 
with 
little yellow jeweled Images 
of pagan divinities, especially 


of Bacchus. 


In the Yuletlde celebrations of tho Druids of 
ancient 
Britain, the evergreen had a distinctive 
place with Ivy, holly and mistletoe. 
The Druids 
believed that tho evergreens sheltered the good 
spirits of tho air wh( fled to them at the approach 
of cold weather. 


There is a Scandinavian myth that tells -of tho 
tree that sprang from the blood-soaked ground 
where two lovers met a violent death, and of 
mysterious lights that hovered about tho tree at 
Christmas time. 
At the period of the winter sol- 
stice, 
tho 
ancient 
Egyptians 
decorated 
their 
houses with palm leaves which symbolized im- 
mortality and the starry sky. 
At this period of 
the year the ancient Persians decorated the plane 
tree with ornaments and Jewels. 


An old German tradition 
gives Saint Wilfred 
tho credit of transforming tho tree worship of tho 
savage Teutons to a Christian ceremony. 
It was 
about the year 725 that he led a party of priests 
into central Germany for the conversion of the 
worshipers of god Thor. 
Prince 
Gregor, 
the 
grandson of a king, was with him, having been 
Intrusted to his care by the abbess of the cloister 
Phalzel. 
On Christmas eve they were 
fighting 
their way through the snow of the forest when 
they came upon the heathen tribe of Gelsmar. 
They were assembled under tho thunder 
oak, 
symbolic of the power of Thor, and were pre- 
pared to offer up sacrifice. 
Tho 
white-haired 
priest of the heathens bad chosen the j'oung son 
of the chief as the fairest poseession ot the tribe, 
and he was to be offered, for the god was very 
hungry and needed the utmost atonement. 


As the venerable priest raised his stone hatchet 
on high and 
brought It down to kill the boy, 
who Avas ready, prepared for the stroke, Wlnfred 
appeared and warded off the blow with his staffs 
The people were gratified at his saving of their 
favorite and allowed him spee^i and he gave 
them the Christian creed. 
Then he and - the 
Prince Gregor took their axes and cut down the 
Thunder Oak. 
As it was ready to fall the light- 
ning came and split it in many parts and It fell 
asunder. 
The walling tribe then beheld In Its 
place a slender fir tree, green and sparkling and 
odorous. 
Wlnfred bade the tribesmen bear this 
tree to the hall of Grundhar, the chieftain, to 
there assemble about it and make merry. 
About 
this first Christmas tree the wild men of the 
woods first heard the tale of the shepherd boy 
and the fields of Judah and It gripped thtílr sturdy 
hearts. 
The tribes became Christian and ever 
after used the flr tree jis a token of the day of 
Christ's birth. 


The Chritftttiaa tree in its present style of 


, usage cannot be traced back farther than the six- 
teenth century. It then existed only In the Rhine 
valley, to which narrow limits It was restricted 
for more than 200 years. At the opening of the 
nineteenth century It spread to the rest of Ger- 
many, and fifty years later had reached Bohemia, 
Hungary, Paris and England. German Immigrants 
had already brought the custom to our own coun- 
try and here it has become so popular that the 
supply of trees In the city markets is never equal 
to the demand. 


Linking the present with the dim past of un- 
numbered centuries, there will this Christmas be 
displayed In American homes 5.000,000 evergreen 
trees. 
There are about 20.000.000 families in tho 
United States, and one In four of these will make 
the Christmas tree a part of the celebration that 
Is at hand. 
This does not mean that only these 
will participate In the festivities of tho season, 
for there Is still the stocking method of dispens- 
ing gifts. But in this great number,of homes it 
has become the custom to use the trees in ac- 
cordance with the old-fashioned custom of sturdy, 
rural Germany. 


New York, tho metropolis of the nation, uses 
far more Christmas trees than any other city in 
the world. 
Yet the city is so admirably located 
from the standpoint of available forests that the 
supply Is always abundant and prices low. 
A 
quarter of a million Christmas trees are each year 
brought tb New York, an<J all of them are sold 
during the week before Christmas. 
Over on 
Riverside Drive, where are the homes 
of 
the 
wealthy, expensive trees 
are 
sold. 
These are 
elaborately prepared, often being specially grown 
for the purpose and bring prices as high as ^50. 
Yet the East Side gets Its duo proportion, and so 
abundant is the supply that good shrubs may be 
had for. 25 cents and 50 cents. 
The little trees 
grow quickly and tho farmers are often glad to 
have them cleared off their land. 
As a result the 
people who count the pennies closely find the 
Christmas greens wlthlir»thelr reach. 


Father Knickerbocker lives right In the midst 
of the most productive Christmas treox section. 
The state of New York yields them abundantly. 
Straight down from the Adlrondacks they come 
In tralnload 
lot^. 
Northern 
Pennsylvania 
also 
produces them without stint, and so are all the 
nearby 
cities 
guaranteed 
an 
abundance. 
All 
through New England there Is a general use of 
the Cliristmas tree. 


For a month past there have been hundreds of 
men preparing the Christmas tree harvest for 
the youngsters who dwell in the towns and cities. 
In the smaller communities, provided the region 
produces the right sort of trees, the farmer him- 
self cuts them ^lown and brings them to market. 
He sells these trees to market men, to grocers, 
to florists and decorators. 
They are bought from 
him by the wagonload and cost little. 
Then they 
are properly prepared and set upon the sidewalk. 


But preparation for the larger markets are dif- 
ferent. 
In the hills around the greater cities 
making ready for Christmas is begun two months 
before the arrival of the day to be celebrated. 
In Maine, for Instance, the men go out in gangs 
of four. 
They know their business, for they have 
gathered this pelf-same harvest for a generation. 
They iiave bought tho trees as they stand In tho 
field, paying the farmer five cents each for them. 
The butt of the tree ijp sawed off smoothly and 
painted over In order that the sap utay be re- 


talned. 
The limbs are bound down tight so as 
to save room in shipping. 
Then they are bound 
together in -bunches of five, this being convenient 
for both shipment and sale. 
They go to market 
in open cars that they may be kept cool and pos- 
sibly damp. 
Otherwise their tips might wilt and 
their attractiveness thus be lessened. 
They ar^ 
sold direct from the cars to retailers and these 
make a point of keeping them always in the open 
air. 


Throughout the southern states the supply of 
Christmas trees comes from the southern pine 
that overruns the region. 
Ordinarily the markets 
are supplied by the wagons pf the farmers, but 
in the bigger cities they come In carload and 
tralnload lots. 
The flr Is abundant in Colorado, 
but it grows In high, Inaccessible places, and 
therefore the Douglas spruce and the lodgepole 
pine largely take Its place. 
This is largely true 
of all the Rocky Mountain states. 
In California 
and the other Paclflo Coast states the incense 
cedar and the young coast redwoods are quite 
generally used as ChrlHtmas trees. 
The swamps 
of Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota furnish 
the markets of Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Detroit. 


When the time is ready for the indoor use of 
the tree it is dug up and pared down to a graceful 
piece of earth as a base. 
Then a piece of can- 
vas or any other sort of stout cloth is bound 
about the base to prevent crumbling of the earth. 
The whole of this is then fitted into a box or tub 
and is ready to serve its purpose In the house. 
It is more solid and effective indoors than the. or- 
dinary tree and never wilts or droops. 
It is in 
reality a living tree. 


When the festivities are over the tree is taken 
to the point where it is to be planted. 
A hole is 
dug to fit Its baiie. 
This may be successfully ac- 
complished even where the ground is frozen. The 
tree is lifted from its tub, the cloth is taken from 
around its base and it Is fitted again into tho 
earth from which it came. 
The protected roots 
again take hold and the tree goes on growing 
without even a knowledge of its holiday expe- 
rience. 
It is in no way injured. 


Nurserymen epecially prepare trees for Just 
this purpose. 
Individuals may do the same thing 
with no more explanation than that given above. 
Trees from the native woods around any village 
may have their roots pruned in advance or they 
may be dug up with no preparation whatever. 
There Is a better chance of their flourishing when 
they have been prepared for the transplanting. 
But any evergreen dug up with a bit of earth 
about Its roots should grow. 


There Is also a manner of permanently marking 
trees without Injuring them or interfering with 
their growth. 
A tag fastened to a piece of wire 
will remain attached to a tree for a century. 
This tag may be of metal and on It may be stamp- 
ed the date and whatever legend Is desired. 
The 
home of a growing family may thus be left with 
a permanent monument of all the Chrlstmases 
that have passed over the heads of the children 
that have dwelt within it. 
When these return 
to the Ancestral hearth in their old age they can 
recall the planting of the trees and the events 
that hover about the occasion in question. 
Inci- 
dentally, 
the 
landscape 
will have been beauti- 
fied, and aside from the sentimental phase of It, 
much valuable timber produced. 


Tho Christmas tree industry of 
the 
United 
States has assumed great proportions and Uncle 
Sam is making plans to place the industry upon 
a permanently profitable basis through reforest- 
ing large areas. 
Incidentally the new Industry 
has furnished an opportunity for hundreds of 
boys and girls to earn their Christmas money in 
a new way by harvesting the cones of evergreen 
trees. 


Of the nation's forest land, 60,000,000 acres 
are today covered with mature timber, 
while 
40,000,000 acres are well seeded 
with 
young 
growth. 
This leaves 100,000,000 acres that are 
either non-productive or only partly productive. 
It 'is for this 100,000,000 acres that seed are to 
be gathered, and It Jb upon this vast expanse 
that they are to be planted until the whole is 
developed into its greatest possible yielding capa- 
city, mai'ing it one of the finest forests that the 
world has ever known.

The gas and electrical departments 
of a corporation in Gla«gow, Scotland, 
are competing keenly In the exhibi- 
tion of appliances for the reduction of 
smoke from 
furnaces and 
kitchen 
ranges. 
The electricity 
department 
has a complete electrically fitted res- 
taurant, where all the cooking, the 
kitchen work, the cleaning, the heat^ 
ing and the lighting are effected by 
electric current. The gas department 
has a "gas equipped house," in which 
all the cooking and heating is done by 
gas fires, as well as many of the oth- 
er operations in connection with house- 
keeping, and In which all the lighting 
Is obtained from incandescent 
gas- 
burners of different types. 
The cor- 
poration is encouraging the reduction 
of smoke, not only by holding these 
periodical exhibitions, 
but 
also 
by 
lending gas cookers free to all the 
citizens. It has loaned 37,000 of these 
cookers since March 1. 
It Is also 
supplying gas fires, and the demand 
for these has been so great that It 
cannot be met without considerable 
delay.

A Watch Owe. 


Wednesday morning SpanjEler Hetrick, 
of nf^ar town, Oxford lownship, was ar- 
rested by Constable Groft of McSherrys- 
town, on a warrant issued by Squire Lilly 
on oath of Paul Chronirter, of Hampton, 
charging him with the larceny ot a watch. 
Mr. Hetrick accompanied the officer to 
town and before Squire Straley entered 
bail for his appcarance at court 


The story ol the watch in question, ns 
near as we can understand it, is about as 
followt: Saturday, August 3, Chronieter 
while on his way to the Bonneauville pic- 
nic lost his hunting-case gold watch. Tue 
following week ho had a local published 
in this paper stating that the watch was 
lost ''on road between the state road at 
Hetrick's and Bonneauville", the finder 
to leave same at this office. The latter 
part of September, while the defendant 
was cutting corn on the farm of his broth- 
er, Frank Hetrick, along the Bonneau- 
ville road, picked up a gold watch in 
the field, which, it is claimed, he exhib- 
ited about town the same evening and ex- 
plained how he came in possession of it 
Mr. Hetrick, not knowing anything of 
Chronister's loss, took the watch, which 
was in a bad condition when picked up, 
to a Hanover jeweler to have it cleaned 
and put in repair. A week later Avhen he 
called for the time piece the jeweler in- 
formed him that the works, which were 
of a cheap grade, had become rusted and 
were almost beyond repair, and that the 
case was out of shape and needed clean- 
ing, whereupon Mr. Hetrick ordered him 
to clean and repair the case and place new 
works therein, the cost of which was 
17.50. Quite recently Chronister learned 
of Hetrick's find and with his brother 
called upon Mr. Hetrick at his home. Af- 
ter Chronister gave a description of the 
watch and fob that he had lost, Mr. Het- 
rick told them that the watch he had 
found tallied with the description and it 
must have been his. He then exhibited 
the time piece and Chronister recognized 
it as his property. Mr. Hetrick offered to 
give the watch over to the owner, if the 
latter would pay him the amount he had 
expended upon it, but Chronister offered 
to give him $5 which Hetrick refused to 
accept Chronister then wanted tlie case, 
it is said, but the defendant would not 
tura it over unless he receiveii the cost of 
cleaning and repairing, which was fl.60, 
having paid $6 for the works. 
Chronister 
then had the warrant issued for bis arrest 


Mr. Hetrick, who is one of the town- 
ship's most honest citizens, did not ask 
for anything more than his actual outlay. 
Almost every citizen knows that articles 
found on public roads or in public places, 
must be returned to the rightful om ner— 
it possible, but in this case the article was 
picked up on private land, and the finder 
not knowing where or to whom it belong- 
ed, simply asks for the return to him of 
the amount expended on necessaiy re- 
pairs, before returning to the claimant.

An Oppressive Trust 


Before the Coffee Roasters' Association, in ses- 
Bîon at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there is in exÎ3tençg_a 
coffee combine which is "the most monatrous im- 
position in the history of hupian commerce, " 


There is very slight exaggeration about this 
statement. It comes very close to being literally 
true. There is a coffee combine in Brazil, from 
which country comes the bulk of the coffee used 
in the United States, which is backed by the gov- 
€mment of Brazil and financed by it, which com- 
pels American consumers, as Mr. Webb said, ''to 
pay famine prices for coffee when no famine 
exists. ' ' 


The worst thing about this is that the consum- 
ers of the United SUtes have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, has been made effective. 
There were formerly revenue duties imposed upon 
all coffee entering the United States. 
Those taxes 
were denounced as an imposition upon the people; 
as taxing the poor man's breakfast table, and the 
like. 
The taxes were removed. 
Immediately 
thereafter Brazil imposed an export duty upoii 
coffee up to the full amount of the former customs 
taxes in this country. 
The revenue which for- 
merly went into the treasury of the United States 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man's breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
came old price. 


But this was only the commencement. 
The 


''valorization" 
plan 
was 
evolved 
in 
Brazil.

Legislation Favored That Will 
Save Farmers Money.. 


Unlttd States Continues Fight to Keep 
Out Dangerous Foreign 
Insect« 
or Plant 
Diseases—31am« 
Nursery Stock. 


Washington.—The effort to procure 
national legislation to keep out new 
and dangerous insect pests or plant 
diseases which may be brought 
In 
with Imported nursery stock is active- 
-^ly favored by the department of agri- 
culture. 
A strong concerted effort Is 
being made to array the nursery trade 
of^this country against such legisla- 
tion and put this Important industry 
in the attitude of opposing reasonable 
legislation, which Is as much for its 
own protection as It Is for the pro- 
tection of fruit and forest interests. 
. In view of the evident 
misunder- 
standing which is being broadly cir- 
culate^ in relation to the intent of 
the proposed act and of its probable 
manner 
of 
enforcement, 
and 
the 
groundless fear that the secretary of 
agriculture or his experts would take 
an 
unreasonable 
attitude 
toward 
nurserymen, the department has made 
a statement which says in part: 


Practically all the European 
pow- 
ers have stringent plant 
Inspection 
Jaws, and. In the case of the United 
States absolutely prohibit the 
entry 
of nursery stock. 
Apples and other 
American 
fruits are 
admitted 
only 
when the most 
rigid 
examination 
shows freedom from Insect 
infesta- 
tion. 
Canada» and other 
Important 
British possessions have similar pro- 
tective legislation. 


The United States is the only great 
power 
without protection 
from 
the 
importation of Insect infested or dis- 
eased plants, and thus becomes a sort 
of 
dumping 
ground 
for 
European 
refuse nursery and ornamental stock. 
This does, not often apply to the im- 
portations of the larger and reputable 
Importing firms, but does apply to the 
poorly 
packed 
miscellaneous 
orna- 
mental 
and 
other 
stock 
Imported 
by department stores of large cities 
or that 
sent to this country to be 
sold under the 
hammer 
by 
auc- 
tioneers for whatever price may be 
obtained. 


i 


The immediate danger which led to 
the recent effort to procure legislation 
was the discovery, In 1909, of 
the 
abundant 
Importation and wide dis- 
tribution into the United 
States of 
nursery stock infested with 
brown-, 
tail moth nests and occasional 
egg 
masses of the gypsy moth. 
During 
the years 1909 and 1910 such Infested 
stock was carried 
into 
twenty-two 
states, covering the country from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the Rocky moun- 
tains. 
During the 
first 
of 
these 
years no less than 7,000 winter nests 
of the brown-tail moth, containing ap- 
proximately 
3.000.000 
larvae, 
were 
found In shipments Into New 
York 
state alone—seed material enough to 
Infest the whole United States within 
a few years. 


During the Seconal of these years, 
617 of these nests were found on nurs- 
ery stock shipped into the 
state.of 
Ohio, and a much larger number, ap- 
proximately the same as 
the 
year 
previous, were again sent Into*.New 
Yprk. 
Smaller 
numbers 
of 
these 
nests, proportioned to the amount of 
nursery stock received, were sent into 
other states east of the Rocky moun- 
tains during both of these jears. 


Fewer br.own-tail moth nests )vern 
received during the season Just end- 
ed (1910-11). owing to the aglta;ion 
In this country and niorec^etrict super- 
visión by foreign governments. These 
winter nests are, however, still room- 
ing in and the danger is now perhaps 
even greater, for the rMson ihat as 
infestation becomes more Infrequent 
a laxity of examination is likely to 
result. 
• 


it is scarcely necessary to comment 
on the danger to this country from 
the carele.igs j[ntroduction and'-wide dis- 
tribution 
of 
gypsy 
and 
brown-taii 
molhs. 
In a limited district In New 
England more than a million dollars 
a year has been spent for 
a 
long 
period In a mere effort 
to 
control 
these two insects, and the 
ge^ieral 
government 
is 
now 
appropriaiing 
$300,000 annually to endeavor to clear 
(hem from the border of main hiich- 
ways and thus check their 
spread. 
These expenditures do not take into 
^account the i^ctual damage done, but 
they do serve as a measure of ti'e 
danger 
to the whole cou:»iry 
from 
the recent distribution of these two 
insects on imported nursery stock. 


More than half of the important in- 
sect enemies and plant diseases now 
established in this country have been 
brought in on imported nursery stock, 
and new insect enemies and new dls- 
ease^ are being thus Introduced every 
year. 
Twenty different insect pests, 
new to this country, some of them 
very formidable in the 
old 
world 
have been intercepted in the inspec- 
tion.^ of the Imported material by this 
department this year, and this does 
not include the introduction of brown- 
tail moth nests and other European 
pests with imponed seetMng stock. 


A properly enforced quarantine and 
inspection law In the past would have 
excluded many, if not most, of 
the 
foreign insect enemies and plant dis- 
eases which are now levying an enor- 
mous annual tax amounting to sev- 
eral hundred million dollars on the 
products of the farms and orchards of 
this country. 


In spite of the jnany pests whiclj 
have already gained foothold and the 
control of which will be a permanent 
Innual 
charge on procuction, 
there 


remain many other insect pesis r^-rm 
plant diseases with equal 
capacity 
for • harm 
which, 
fortunately, 
have 
not yet come to us, and it is to pro- 
tect from these new dangers that leg- 
islation Is now sought, not with the 
Intention of prohibiting the trade in 
Imported stock, but to 
throw 
such 
safeguards around it as 
will 
most 
protect both the Importers and 
the 
subsequent purchasers of such stock» 
The measure now before thè con- 
gress differs radically from the one 
before the preceding congress. 
The 
chief point of difference is that inspec- 
tion of imported nursery stock is left 
to the different states Instead of be- 
ing undertaken by the federal gov- 
ernment 


MEMORIAL FOR ARLINGTON. 


STAINPRCOF TOP

Suggestion That Will Relieve Hostes» 
of Much Worry While Presiding 
( at Tea Table. 


« 


In his message to congress on the^ 
day of adjournment for the holidays, 
President 
Taft renewed 
his 
recom- 
mendations, of last year, that money 
be appropriated for a memorial am- 
phitheater in Arlington cemetery "to 
be constructed on a plan already ap- 
proved." 


Four years ago the public buildings 
bill contained a provision for the ap- 
pointment of a commission consisting 
of the secretary of war, the secre- 
tary of the treasury, thp superintend- 
ent of the 
capítol 
buildings 
and 
grounds 
and 
one member 
of 
the 
Grand Army of the Republic which 
should "cause plans and estimates to 
be prepared 
for a memorial 
amphi- 
theater at Arlington. Vp." 


The plans were prepared and ap- 
proved. 
Nothing now seemingly 
Is 
necessary to complete the project ex- 
cept an appropriation from congress, 
which may not be forthcoming In a 
"year of economy" even though 
the 
president has reinforced one recom- 
mendation with another. 


Plans and estimates prepared by a 
firm 
of New York architects 
were 
considered by the commission at 
a 
meeting in January, 1909, and it was 
the unanimous decision of the mem- 
bers to recommend their approval to 
congress and that the sum of $750,- 
000 be appropriated "to cover the cost 
of the building of the amphitheater, 
which In the judgment of the commis- 
sion should be constructed of marble." 


The architects in a letter 
accom- 
panying the report of the commission 
give a description of the amphithea. 
ter as It will appear If completed in 
accordance with their views of 
the 
beauties and necessities in the case. 
They 
say 
"the 
amphitheater 
sug- 
gested by our drawings would 
seat 
comfortably about 5,000 and 
afford 
opportunity also for a large number 
to stand In the colonnade. 


"Around the'-amphltheater is shown 
a large number of boxes possibly to 
be ^especially reserved 
for the fam- 
ilies of distinguished guests or other- 
wise used, the stage Itself being suf- 
ficiently 
large to hold several 
hun- 
dred people, so as to 
accommodate 
visiting delegations of special guests. 


"The building covers an area 
of 
about 34,000 square feet, considerably 
over half of this being taken up by 
the amphitheater 
proper, while 
the 
colonnade Itself has an area of about 
8,000 square feet." 


For years old soldiers have urged 
the construction of a memorial amphi- 
theater i n ' t h e National cemetery at 
Arlington. 
There has been opposition 
to the plan in some places, opposi- 
tion that has not been based on con- 
sideration of the cost of the struc- 
ture, but solely on the thought that 
buildings, even "noble marble" amphi- 
theaters, open t o . the sky have 
no 
place In parks or In cemeteries, v 


There has been no open objectlonj 
in congress, but several sessions have 
been allowed to go by without action. 
One day the amphitheater 
probably 
will find a place In Arlington. 
The 
sentiment back of the plan perhaps is 
too strong to be overcome; but Ar- 
lington, as it Is, is a place of beauty 
which men who seem to know about 
such things say cannot be enhanced 
by the addition of any kind of a build- 
ing. 


Arlington 
cemetery 
is largely 
an 
open hardwood foresi, with many oaks 
more than a century old and 
with 
fine elms, maples and lindens. 
It is 
possible before final action is taken 
in the matter of an appropriation that 
Üie whole question of the fitness of 
the thing- will be discussed in con- 
gress.

The highest average of schooJ at- 
tendance in the cistory of (he Ameri- 
can school system was reached in the 
year 
1909, 
according 
to 
statistics 
gathered by the United States bureau 
of education. 
Figures for 1910 aro 
not yet available, but the opinion was 
expressed by Dr, P. B. Dresslar of 
the bureau that lf»10 would show still 
better results.

Returns show, he declared, tjiat the 
length of the school terra was increas- 
ed from 144 days In I9O0 to 155 days 
in 1909, while in the same period the 
average number of days attended by 
each pupil rose from 99 to 113. 


This means 
that more than 
half 
a month has been added to the aver- 
age lengtii of the school term, and In 
that particular alone educational ef- 
fectiveness has been increased during 
the last decade about S per cent. 


"In 
1900, our 
figures 
shpw,"' Dr 
Dresslar said, "that the average daily 
attendance In the public schools was 
10.632.772. which was 68.6 p^r cent of 
the enrollment; in 1909, the average 
daily 
attendance 
rpaclied 
12,684.837 
being 72.5 per cent pf the number en- 
rolled. These figures seem to warrant 
the conclusion that the children have 
attended the public schools more reg- 
ularly the last decade than in any 
previous one of our educational hi*- 
tory/'
